and you wiſh'd I might live to repent, but 


of what you did not inform me. 
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This was the true and real Subſtance 
of the whole Conference, which fully 


confutes all (except your owning my Re- 
lation) of that falſe and ſcandalous Ac- 
count, which your Advocate has quoted 


as your own Words to me, when I vi- 
ſired you, and affirm'd that you told him 
{o. And now Dottor let the World judge 
whoſe Language was moſt like that of : a 
Fanatick, whether mine or your own.

And now to conclude; When T conſider 
what a vaſt Number of Perſons, of various 
Denominations, have been traduc'd and 
miſrepreſented by you, I cannot much won - 
der that at laſt ſome of your own Relations

infernal Malice, and unſanQified Spleen, 


which you have ſo much indulg'd. Having 
thus finiſh'd an unpleaſant (tho? very neceſſa- 


ry) Task, in caſting out that Filth of falſe 


and ſcandalous Defamation, wherewith an 
ill Bird has taken ſo much Pains to defile his 


own Neſt: If hereupon any Enemy to ſo 


reaſonable a Performance, ſhould alledge, 
that I have in ſome meaſure done the ſame 
thing ; Tanſwer, *tis with a vaſt Difference, 
for the firm Baſis of Truth is on my ſide, 
but the Calumnies of my falſe Accuſer are 


without any real Foundation ; and I found 


it impoſſible fully to vindicate the one, and 
effectually to deteQt the other, without ex- 


poſing to the World ſome Particulars which. 


otherwiſe might have well enough been 
ſpar'd ; but therein I have written with the 


greateſt Caution and Tenderneſs, when, 


Doctor, you very well know what I might 


have ſaid. And therefore for all that ſignal 


Service done to the Memory of your Reve- 
rend Progenitor, together wich the ſurviving 


Branches of his Family, I ſhall only requeſt 


you to grant me one ſingle Boon, which is, 
that for the future, you would endeavour al- 


Ways to be mindful of your Catechiſm, by - 


Keeping your Tongue from evil Speakipg, Lying 
and Slaxgering ; this being the good Counſel

POSTSCRIPT. 


R __ Sachevereth who was Grandfather 
to the famous Dr. Henry Sacheverell, was 
the deft Son of Mr. Sacheverell, Miniſter 
of Stoke-Underham in Somerſetſhire, a Man of great 
Reputation. This Mr. Sacheverell had many Chil- 
dren, and two of them were bred Miniſters ; 
viz, this John and Timothy, who were borh © 
them of St. John's College in Oxon; and both ſi- 
lenc'd on Bartholomem-day, 1662. the former at 
Wincanton in Somerſeifhire, and the latter at Ta- 
rant. hinton. 

Mr. John Sacheverell, "whoſe Memory is to this 
day precious in moſt parts of the Welt of England, 
had firſt the Living of Rimpton in Somerſet/hire, 
which he quitted b the Reſtauration of King 
Charles Il. and afterwards that of 7/incanton in 
the ſame County. He had there but 301, per Ann. 

certain Allowance, with a Promiſe of an Aug- 
mentation of 30}. more from London; of which 
Avgmentation be received not any more than for 
one half Vear. 

His Pains in this Place, in the Service of the 
Souls of thoſe committed to his Care, were very 
great, as is atteſted by ſome yet living : And he 
had conſiderable Succeſs in recovering many that 
were diſſolute, and m the Converſion of ſeveral ta 
a Love of God and true Goodneſs : And his Con- 
verſation was unblameable and exemplary, 

He conſtantly roſe early, and ſpent the Morn- 
ing in his Study, and the Afrernoon in viſting. 
his 
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his Flock, and diſcourſi ing with them about roli- 
gious Matters, till che Saturday, which was en- 
tircly ſpent in his preparing for the Work of the 


Lord's Day. That Day was uſually thus employ'd ; 


He began bl pablick Worſhipwith a ſhort Prayer 
in the Morning, and then read a Pſalm and a 


Chapter, and briefly expounded them ; and after 


Singing of à Pſalm, he pray d and preach d for an 


Hour and a Quarter. In 9 4 1 he began 
at one, himſelf repeating his Morning Sermon, 
and examin'd young People as to what they had 
remembred ; then pray'd and preach'd for about 
an Hour and half;

Coronation, he preach'd a Sermon upon 1 Sam. 
12.24, 25 But if ye ſhall do wickedly, ye ſhalt pa con-
